rE ward of the skid beams is the 
forward boiler hatch, which supplies 
air and light to the fireroom of the 
four Yarrow boilers, which are used 
for cruising.

tric signals for communicating, by 
colored lights, with another naval ves- 
sel. Here is the standard compass, 
by which the ship is steered, out of 
sight of land; the wheel, which ope- 
rates a steering engine in the lowest 
apartment just forward the rudder.

Each man has a canvas hammock, 
6 feet 2 inches long and 30 inches wide, 
in which is lashed up a mattress, a 
removable mattress cover and a pair 
of blankets. In each end of the ham- 
mock are clews and rings which slip 
over hooks in the deck beams over- 
head. Each hammock has a man’s 
ship number on it and his proper hook 
has' a tag with the same number. 
Hammocks are “piped down’ every 
night at 7, when they are taken from 
the beams, slung to the hooks and 
unlashed. At ‘‘all hands’’ in the morn- 
ing (5 o’cl0ck in port) the crew ‘“‘turn 
out’? and lash up their hammocks 
and stow them in the bins. This 
requires 10 minutes. On the starboard 
side of the gun deck (going aft) are 
the chief petty officers’ lavatory, the 
prison and the lamproom. Opposite is 
the crew's head. 

In this compartment there are large 
8-inch hausers on reels and a work- 
bench and carpenters’ chest, In @ 
small corner ig the barber's chair. The

month. He gets nothing for cutting 
hair. 

Continuing aft, it will be necessary 
to go through a door on the port side 
in a water-tight bulkhead, which 
opens into the largest space below 
the ship, and which is called the gun 
deck. Here are four four-inch guns, 
two each side; the galley in which all 
the cooking is done. The entire crew 
has one cook, who is known in every 
ship as “Charley Noble.” By a pe- 
cullar coincidence, the Nashville 
cook’s true name is Charles F. Noble. 


And, according to the crew, a better 
cook never boiled. plum duff or ‘‘salt 
horse.”’ 

The crew are divided into messes of 
about 20, and each mess has a lands- 
man detailed to spread the mess gear, 
get the meals from the galley an 
wash up the plates.

The body is apparently that of a man 40 
years old, about 5 feet 8 inches in height. 
It has even, reguiar features and a high 
forehead. The face would denote that the 
man possessed more than ordinary intelli- 
gence. He has a light brown beard and 
mustache, which appear to bave been 
trimmed recently 

His clothes were cheap, but neat, and 
were evidently newly bought. The coat is 
of a bluish color; the trousers are brown 
check and are slightly frayed at the bottom. 
The shoes, almost new, are black and of a 
cheap grade. The size is No. 8. 

The single mark of identification is on the 
underwear and the low, turn-down collar 
he wore. The initials written on each are 
“Ga. G. M."’ The shirt is white and the 
necktie gray, with blue stripe running 
horizontally through it. 


The unidentified man who was found un- 
conscious in the basement of the Manhattan 
saloon at Highteenth and Market streets a 
week ago, died in the City Hospital Wednes- 
day night. He never regained conscious- 
ness and the authorities are completely at 
sea regarding his identity. 

Whether he was the victim of foul play 
or died as the result of an accident has not 
been determined. His neck was broken, 
his skull fractured and he was bruised 
about the body, while the left side was 
totaHy paralyzed. ' 
\The police have practically abandoned 
work on the case. What little they did 
was incomplete and superficial. 

The only clew to the mystery is the in- 
itilals ‘‘G. M.,’" which the police have 
heretofore incorrectly made out as 'G. 
Gill.’ The writing is distinct, and this 
fact, ascertained by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday morning, may be congid- 
ered an important link in the investiga- 
tion. 

It is almost clearly established that the 
man was not a resident of St. Louis: from 
his general appearance it might be judged 
that he came from a-.country town. 

When picked up there were no articles 
of any kind on his person, save two cards, 
one of which belonged to a liquor store at 
Twelfth street and Franklin avenue. Both 
are in possession of Policeman George 
Burrus, who walks the beat in the vie 
cinity of Eighteenth and Market streets. 
When Policeman Burrus was notified of 
the man’s condition he is reported to have 
said: “O, I guess there’s nothing the 
matter with that fellow.’”” When it was 
suggested that an ambulance be summoned 
the policeman Is alleged to have replied: 
“The patrol wagon is good enough,’ and 
the atrol wagon was forthwith sum- 
moned, 

If the police have a theory in the prem- 
ises they are keeping it a profound secret, 

The circumstances preceding the unfore 
tunate man’s death are told by Louls Re. 
ber, proprietor of the Manhattan. 

“The police reports,” said. Mr. Reber, 
‘‘have done me a great injustice, and I am 
entitled to have the facts regarding this 
tragedy placed in a fair light. 

“About 3 o’clock on the afternoon of last 
Thursday a man came staggering through 
the side door of my saloon. He wanted 'to 
go to the toilet room, which is down stairs, 
and my barkeeper, John Kite, directed him 
there. But a few moments before he was 
in the Edison Hotel, asking for a similar 

rivilege. The hotel man sent him to e. 

never turn a drunken man away and to 
the poor fellow was accommodated. 

“About 5:% o’clock in the evening the 
porter, John Oliver, told me that the man 
who had gone down to the basement was 
asleep on the floor. |

I sug- 
gested that he be taken away in the am- 
bulance. but the officer demurred and said

“The unidentified man did not take any 
drinks in my place, nor was he in the 
saloon. When I! saw him he had no watch 
and chain. and he did not appear to have 
We know nothing at all about 
the man, except what I have told you.”’

THE SENATE MAY PASS IT WITH 
ALL AMENDMENTS. 


But the Bill,,Which Is Against the 
Interests of the People of St. 
Louis, Will Fail When It 
Reaches the House. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 11.—When 
the routine business of the Senate was 
concluded this morning, Senator Morton 
called up the street railway consolidation 
bill, and moved to reconsider the vote by 
which the bill was engrossed. His motion 
prevailed. Senator Drabelle offered the 
Priest amendment, striking out the words: 
“Or condemnation.’’ The amendment was 
adopted. He then offered the second Priest 
amendment, striking out the ‘eminent do- 
main provision. It was adopted. He of- 
fered the third Priest amendment, adding 
the alleged transfer provision to the con- 
solidation section. He stated that the pur- 
pose of asking for consolidation was to 
grant transfer privileges to the people, 
and that the amendment was offered for 
this purpose. Senator Morton then moved 
that the bill be engrossed as amended. 
The motion prevailed. 
Senator Drabelle said, privately, the 
wanted it understood that his offering the 
amendments did not mean that he would 
support the bill. 


It is said that the bill may pass the Sen- 
ate, but will fail in the House. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JBFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 11.—Judge 
Henry 8S. Priest has fixed up some nice 
amendments to his revised street railway 
consolidation bill, which he induced the 
Senate Committee on Private Corporations 
to favorably report, and which, with the 
assistance of Senator John Morton’s com- 
bine, he hopes to pass. 

The Post-Dispatch’s single-handed oppo- 
sition to the bill has driven him far from 


the original bill, and he is now ready to 
surrender almost everything except. the 
consolidation feature of the bill. 

The <n bill proposed to give the 
street railroads the right of eminent do- 
main, the right to condemn property for 
rights of way and depot, terminal and 
power house sites. It also wouid allow 
them to issue preferred sivock and to in- 
crease their capital stock as much as they 
choose. 

Judge Priest surrenders the condemnation 
and eminent domain fertires, is silent on 
the capital stock and preferred stock fea- 
tures, insists upon the consolidation fea- 
ture and offers as a sop a transfer feature 
which is decidediy ambiguous. 

The original bill contains this provision: 
“Fourth. To acquire, by grant or con- 
demnation, a right of way not to exceed 
iO) feet in width over private property, and 
to construct or maintain at:i operate its 
road thereon.”’ 

Judge Priest offers the following as an 
amended section, from which the words 
‘or condemnation” are omitted: 

“Fourth. To acquire, Sy grant, a right 
of way not to exceed 50 feet ir width over 
private property, and to construct or main- 
tain and operate its road thereon.’ 

The original bill contains this provision: 
“Fifth. To exercise the power of eminent 
domain to the same extent ar? in the 
same manner as steam railroad companies, 
whenever and wherever necessary to ex- 
tend or comghete its route or acquire de- 
pots, power house sites or terminals.” 
Judge Priest offers the’ following 
amended section, leaving the right of emi- 
nent domain out: 
“Fifth. To purchase and acquire depots, 
power house sites or terminals.’’ 

The next amendment contains the Judge's 
sop to the people of St. Louis. He pro- 
poses to add at the end of the section 
which permits consolidation the following 
proviso, which purports to provide for 
transfers: 

“And provided, further, such roads con- 
nect with or intersect each other, so as 
to allow a single passage one way over 
each road for a single fare.”’ 

It will be observed that the amendment 
does not provide for a single fare 9ne way 
over all roads, but specifies that <he roads 
connect with or intersect each other so as 
to allow a single passage one way over 
“each road’ for a single fare. While to 
the casual reader this would seem to grant 
a very comprehensive system of transfers, 
a second reading will raise a doubt as to 
whether it does not preclude transfers en- 
tirely. It provides for the consolidation 
of a number of roads, and then provides 
fon a single fare one way over “each 
road.”’ 

Judge Priest certainly has excellent con- 
trol over Senator John Morton, chairman 
of the Committee on Private Corporations, 
who reported the original bill with a favor- 
able recommendation. He was able to se- 
cure an engrossment of the bill by the 
clerks of the engrossing force in advance 
of its being ordered to engrossment by the 
Senate. is indicates not only Senator 
Morton’s rag se! that the Senate would 
engross the bill, but the nervous haste of 
himself and Judge Priest to get. the bill 
through. By ordering the clerical work in 
advance, he insured its being ready for 
final passage by Friday. 

Last evening T. B. Love, chief engross- 
ing clerk of the Senate, was sitting in the 
Senate chamber talking to several friends. 
Senator Morton approached and whispered 
something in his ear. 

“Tt will be engrossed,” said Mr. Love, as 
though in reply to something the Senator 
had whispered to him. Within half an 
hour three clerks were busy incorporating 
Judge (Priest’s amendments into an en- 
grossed copy of the bill. When the Senate 
has ordered it to engrossment, the bill will 
already have been engrossed by order of 
Senator Marton, whose ty ° interest in a 
bill which does not concern him and whose 
one nobody except the attorney for a 
New York syndicate is asking, this ardor 
clearly shows. Many Senators are wonder- 
ing why the Senator from Ray County, 
which contains nota single street railroad, 
should take enough {fnterest in a bill to give 
a New York syndicate a street railway 
monopoly in St. Louls to accept the Dill 
on the recommendation of the attorney for 
the syndicate, force it to engrossment and 
then compel clerks to work overtime to 
prevent any possible delay in the progress 
of the bill. 

Judge Priest suggests no modification of 
the consolidation feature. He defends it on 
the ground that the Attorney-General is 
now prosecuting the Lindell Railway Dill 
for purchasing other roads, and that the 
assage of this bill will take the ground 
rom under him in this proceeding. Judge 
Priest does not 6uggest any amendment of 
the provisions which allow unlimited issu- 
ance of preferred etock and unlimited 
watering of stock. 

Senator Major, who is the champion of 
the people against this bill, will reserve 
hig opposition to it until it comes up for 
passage. He intends to make no objection 
to its engrossment.

HOWARD CITY, Mich., May 11.—Joseph 
Harvey last night killed his wife, his uncle, 
Robert Pierson and his grandmother, and 
wounded his 3-months-old child and his 
father-in-law, John Logenstiler, and finally 
shot himself, inflicting a wound-which 1s 
expected to prove fatal, 

Harvey’s uncle and grandmother live a 
mile north of town. The murderer went 
there last evening. He asserted that Pler- 
son, his uncle, was quarreling with his 
grandmother and that he interfered; that 
thereupon Pierson stabbed and killed the 
old lady, aged 70 years, and that he (Har- 
vey) retaliated by shooting his uncle. After 
shooéing Pierson, Harvey stabbed him threc 
times. 

Harvey then returned to his home, two 
miles southwest of town. There the shot his 
wife twice, killing her. He then fired at his 
8-months-old baby, the ball entering the 
arm. Then he went into his father-in- 
law’s room and shet thim twice inflicting 
no fatal injury. He then turned the revol- 
ver on himself, shooting himself in the 
neck. Harvey’s wife, when attacked, Was 
sitting up with the body of her mother,who 
died yesterday. 

Pierson’s body was found in a chair, and 
that of the old lady on the floor, clad in a 
night dress. There are signs of a desper- 
ate struggle between Harvey and his grand- 
mother, but no indication of a fight be- 
tween the two men, Harvey himself to- 
day informed the Sheriff of the murders 
at Pierson’s ‘house. He was then arrested 
for murdering his wife. He*has nothing to 
say about the tragedies at his own home. 

It is now Known that Harvey. on reach- 
ing the home of his late mother-in-law, said 
nothing about his acts at Plerson’s house. 
He offered to sit up by the corpse of his 
wife’s mother. Accordingly, the others re- 
tired. It was 4 o’ciock this morning when 
Harvey went to his wife’s room end killed 
her, and attempted to slay his baby and 
his father-in-law. He'‘a!so fired at Miss 
Labard, a teacher, who ltoarded in the 
house, but without effect. 

Harvey's wound is serious, but he may re- 
cover. He was emvioyed ina furriture fac- 
tery and is oniy 20 vears of age. The cause 
of his terrible acts haS not been deter- 
mined. 


CHICAGO'S EXPERT FIGURERS. 


They Claim That the Next Census Will 
Show That the City’s Population 
Is Over 2,000,000. 


CHICAGO, May 11.—Chicago’s actual! pop- 
ulation at the present time is approximately 
2,025,080. The canvassing work for the new 
city directory show that the population this 
year will be approximately 1,935,000. 

The directory. figures, however. do not 
take into consideration a considerable por- 
tion of the population which a national cen- 
sus does, Taking this into account, and 
using the basis of calculation of Superin- 
tendent Fitzgerald of the school census of 
last year, the mathematicians have decided 
that Chicago has more than safely past the 
2,000,000 mark, and that the census of next 
year—that taken by the general govern- 
ment—Wwould prove it. 

Superintendent Fitzgerald, whose schoo! 
census of last year has the reputation of 
having been an unusually careful one, be- 
lieves the actual population of the city now 
is about 2,024,060, and that it will be close 
to 2,100,000 in 1900.

Gorceress Louise Muller’s Strange Book 
ef Middle Ages Mummery Which 
All Suresses Use and Claim 
to Believe In. 


NEW YORK, May 1.—The Nineteenth 
Century is near ite end, but hundreds of 
people in New York are practicing and de- 
voutly believing the black and white magic 
of the darkest days of the Middle Ages. 

The vade mecum of these necromancers 
and sorceresses is a little book which is 
printed in English and German, and which, 
although cheaply printed and bound, is 
sold for $1. 

The work has especial interest just now 
because it constitutes the entire medical

Meadows Verdict to Stand. 
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to Illinois Farmers. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., ‘May 11.—A careful 
compilation of the reports on winter wheat 
made to the Illinois Department of Agri- 
culture on May 1 reveals the fact that 
with the exception of a few counties in the 
State, the condition of the crop has not 
improved since April ll, the date of the 
last report. 

The largest per cent winter-killed was in 
the northern grand division of the State 
where 79 per cent of the area Is reported 
destroyed; but the asnount of wheat raised 
in this division is so insignificant that it 
really cuts no figure in estimating the con- 
diton of the entire State. The <ondition 
of the crop on May 1 in Northern [Illinois 
is but 32 per cent of a seasonable average. 

In Central] Illinois 68 per cent of the area 
seeded last fall is reported killed, leaving 
362,800 acres for harvest. In McDonough 
County the entire crop will be lost. The 
smallest areas reported destroyed in this 
division are in Greene and Clarke Counties, 
where only 24 and 27 per cent were killed. 
It is now believed that 52 per tent of a crop 
will be harvested on the area ieft. 

The most favorable reports come from 
the southern division of the State, where 
one-third of the area is reported killed, 
635.900 acres being left for harvest. In two 
counties, Richland and Wabash, but 7 per 
cent was destroyed. 

The May 1 condition of wheat in South- 
ern Illinois is 71 per cent of a seasonabdie 
average. In Richland, Saline and White 
Counties, chinchbugs are ed in 

ve done 
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average. 
The prospect for apples at this date is 
f excellent, but there will be no peaches, even 
the trees being Killed in many instances, 
Blackberries also will be a short crop, 
and raspberries and strawberries have been 
injured in many localities.

The signi- 
ficance of this event cannot be gauged for 
some time to come, since the personal 
elenent enters into the matter, so largely, 
but the trade generally regards it as tend- 
ing toward harmonious co-operation of the 
large interests. Whether ultimately this 
will lead to fusion will depend probably 
upon later developments. 

The details of the new organization are 
not yet in shape for publication. 

There are many indications that the 
iron markets are again reaching a critical 
period and it will take tact and forbearance 
on the part of producers and consumers 
alike to prevent another @harp advance. 

The searcity of pig iron and of steel is 
getting more pronounced. Our monthly pig 
iron statistias show that the production of 
coke and anthracite iron dugng April only 
increased 4300 tons per week, while the fur- 
nace and warrant stocks declined 4,70 
tons. In other words, production ts still 
in excess of current requirements It is 
true that we are entitled to look forward 
to a steady increase in the output Kast and 
South, but experience thus far has taught 
how slow that is. The leading producers 
are now sold up for the third quarter and 
many beyond that period. 

During the week the Assoctated Bessemer 
furnaces thhave again advanced prices and 
have sold what prompt iron they had. In 
the foundry iron trade the market has 
stiffened tn Philadelphia, Chicago and other 
distributing points and warrants are now 
pretty well cleaned up. Even furnaces now 
preparing to go into blast have much of 
their tonmage engaged. 

An indication of the situation abroad is 
furnished by a serious inquiry for 60,000 
tons steel purposes for German account. 
Of course nothing can be done with it. 
_In steel the scarcity is growing acute. 
One large consuming interest is known to 
have purchased in the Central West a large 
part of what steel was available, the quan- 
tity involved ‘being vartously estimated at 
from 100,000 to 200,000 tons. The price is 
reported to have been $23 at the mill. 

Thea consolidation of the tube mills 1s 
nearly completed and may be announced 
in a few days. The tonnage involved is 
about one million tons of finished tubular 
products. A further advance in merchant 
pipe has been established. An interesting 
inquiry now in the market is for 200 miles 
of W-inch pipe. 

The fact that some of the consolidations 
are still in process of formation has ham- 
pered business, while the advance in prices 
demanded in other directions has led buy- 
ers to hold off. 

The activity or promoters has now turned 
to the Bastern mills, many of which are 
now under option to parties endeavoring 
to consolidate bar and bolt and nut con- 
cerns. 


BICYCLE COMBINATIONS. 


East and West at War and There May 


Be Two Trusts. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 11.—Eastern and West- 
ern bicycle manufacturers are at war, and 


if present plans mature there will be two 
bicycle trusts, 

Conferences to form a truet have been 
going on for several weeks at the Waldorf- 
Astoria. A. G. Spalding, one of the larg- 
est cycle manufacturers in the East, acting 
for the trust, secured options on practi- 
cally all the important cycle plants in the 
United States, and a successful issue seemed 
assured. 

But the original plan as proposed to the 
Westerners was deviated from. The trust 
was expanded and small makers of cycle 
parts and accessories were let in on the 
ground floor, This resulted ini the with- 
drawal of one of the largest firms, the 
Western Wheel Works, R. L. Coleman, 
President. 

Then followed incorporation at Trenton, 
N. J., of the International Vehicle and 
Manufacturing Co., capitalized at $20,000,000, 
with the privileve of increasing it to $60,- 
000,000, a move that startled the projectors 
of the original! trust. 

The incorporation of the new company 
means that Coleman and those associated 
with him will not return to the fold. They 
are convinced that a group of Western 
manufacturers—who market more than half 
a million wheels each year—can be profit- 
ably syndicated, and have determined to 
go ahead with a trust of their own, with 
R. L. Coleman at the head. 

Col, A. A. Pope, George Day, A. G. Spald- 
ing and others concerned in the original 
trust’ were tn the city yesterday, but re- 
fused to’ talk. 

Those on the tnside say that the Spalding 
faction are confident that an alliance will 
be effected with the Westerners, but that 
they will find that important concessions 
will have to be made first. 


SHAPING TRUST PLANS. 


Combination of Stove Manufacturing 
Interests Now Almost Certain. 
CINCINNATI, “May 11—The_ twenty- 
eighth annual convention of the National 
Association of Stove Mamufacturers was 
largely attended to-day. The chief topic 
was the organization of the proposed trust, 
It is thought that this combine would in- 
clude about 2 plants and that the small 
foundries would thus be compelled to quit. 
After the appointment last night of the 
committee of seven to confer with John W. 
Baker, the promoter and attorney from 
Philadelphia, representing Eastern capital- 
ists, the interest has centered more around 
this trust committee than in the proceed- 
ings of the convention. It is non thought 
that the committee will soon be able to pre- 
sent its data to the Baker syndicate and 
that option blanks will afterward be mailed 
to all the large stove manufacturers of the 
country. While only the temporary ar.- 
rangements for the stove trust ‘have been 
made at this ineeting, yet it is generally be- 
se ht that the combination will be com- 

pleted,

eash discounts was discussed by N. H. Burt, 
Leavenworth; Stanhope Beal, Piqua, O.:

There was a 
genera] discussion on classifying as to gell- 
ing prices,,the grades and sizes of stoves 
and ranges and another on the welfare of 
the association, in which co-operation was 
considered. 


CARNEGIE ON THE FUTURE. 


Prospect in the Steel Trade Gives No 
Sign of Flagging. 
CLEVBLAND, O., May 11.—The Iron 
Trade Review of to-day prints a letter 
written to its editor by Andrew Carnegie 
just before he sailed for Europe. The let- 

ter is as follows: 

“Concerning the prospects for business in 
1899 those are not in doubt. So many or- 
ders for the present year are on the books 
of manufacturers that {it would require 
some very startling element to affect the 
result. I do not see any probability of the 
prevailing prosperity coming to an end be. 
fore next winter—perhaps not then—al- 
though the rise in prices must tend to 
check consumption, and especially the ex- 
port trade; but the difficulty now is to 
take care of the home demand—a demand 
which is legitimate, covering actual] re- 
quirements, and not Increasing stocks. Al. 
though the demand abroad is now so great 
prices are still advancing, and may find a 
market for considerable quantities, even at 
present prices here. 

“When depression comes, the American 

manufacturer will have on reserve which 
has not hitherto been his—namely, he wi]! 
be able to produce at.a cost which will en- 
able him to supply the world outside, and 
this, fortunately, will keep labor more fully 
employed than it has been hitherto under 
similar circumstances, 
“Another element In his favor js the de- 
creased consumption of steel, its use for so 
many things; so that upon the whole I be- 
jeve the industry to be upon more solid 
foundations than ever before.”

‘Manila, May 11.—The situation is as fol- 
lows: Have succeeded in passing the army 
gunboats to Calumpit for use in the Rio 
Grandé; railway connectiong with that 
point were secured this week. The passage 
of gunboats through the Macabebe country 


was hailed With joyful demonstration by 
the inhabitants. 

“Inthe country sed over by the troops 
temporary civil ministration has been in- 
augurated and protection to the inhabitants 
against insurgent abuses given as far as 
possible. 

“Signs of insurgent disintegration are 
daily manifested. ; OTIS.” 

A press dispatch from Manila to-dey 
says what Mr. Higgins, manager of the 
Manilea-Dagupan Railway, and two of his 
assistants, who had remained inside the 
insurgent lines to protect the property of 
the railway company, arrived at dan ar 
nando on yesterday. They had been in- 
formed by the insurgents that they wouid 
be no longer responsible for their safety 
if they remained longer»within their lines. 
(Mr. Higgins corroborated ‘the stories that 
have been told of the demoralization of the 
Filipinos, and says that the rebels are 
looting all the natives’ property. 

MANILA, May 11..—In an interview, Senor 
(Mabini, who is at the head of the Aguin- 
aldo Cabinet, says the insurgents are very 
hopeful. They will continue the fighting, 
relying upon BPuropean intervention. 

The insurgents of the Province of Ca- 
vite are preparing to make a desperate re- 
sistance to the Americans. 

Gen. ‘Luna is massing his army east of the 
railway, bringing up troops by trainloads in 
sight of the American lines. The country 
between San Fernando and Calumpit is fill- 
ing up with natives, who profess great 
friendship toward the Americans, but who 
are suspected by many of sympathy with 
the insurrection. 

Gen. Mascardo holds the outskirts of Ba- 
color, west of the railroad. In front of his 
positions are the Kansas and Montana Regi- 
ments, which occupy trenches that the Fili- 
pinos built in anticipation of an attack from 
the direction of the sea. 

Major-General MacArthur probably will 
remain at San Fernando anal fresh troops 
can be forwarded to him from this city to 
replace some of the volunteers who have 
become exhausted from the long campaign 
Filipino riflemen to the number of are 
interenched on three eides of Bacolor.

GEN. OTIS’ LOSS. WAS HEAVY. 


Ten Per Cent of the First Brigade, 
Second Division, Struck. 
WASHINGTON,’ May 11.—Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Corbin to-day made public the report 
of Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, commanding 
the first brigade, second division, Eighth 


Army Corps, giving the details of opera- 
tions in the Philippines from the lst to 
the 3lst of March. The brigade par- 
ticipated in the movement against Malolos, 
which occupied several days of fighting. 
In concluding the report, Gen. Otis says: 
“Thus, after an arduous and brilliant 
campaign by the second division, supported 
by other troops, lasting seven days and 
involving frequent combats, numerous cas- 
ualties among our troops and heavy losses 
by the enemy, Malolos, the recent capital 
of the gpo-called Filipino ‘revolutionary 
Government,’ fell before the American 
arms. 

“It fa my aegrateful privilege to again 
highly commend the conduct of the officers 
and men of my command throughout the 
campaign. They ‘have shown in an emi- 
nent degree, the qualities of good soldiers; 
obedience, @iscipline, endurance, courage, 
steadiness, patriotism, and the most mag 
nificent ardor in battla The regimental 
commanders, Col. Harry C. Kessler, first 
Montana Infantry, Col. Frederick Funston, 
Twentieth Kansas Infantry, and Major W. 
A. Kobbe, commanding the two battalions 
of the Third United States Artillery («erv- 
ing as infantry), have again proved in 
actual fleld service, their capacity and fit- 
ness for their responsible posts, and their 
skill and gallantry under fire. I again rec- 
ommend them and each of them, for such 
special mark of distinction as the Com- 
manding General and the War Department 
may be pleased to confer upon them. 

“It is my grevious task to have to report 
that the casualties of the brigade during 
the seven days operations particularly de- 
scribed in this report aggregate 13% in killed 
and wounded, thus swelling the brigade's 
total casualties in battle since the outbreak 
of the rebellion to 2%, or considerably 
more than 10 per cent of the average 
strength of the command actually engaged 
in the campaign from first to last.”

AUTHORITIES WILL ABANDON 
CRUSADE AGAINST SALOONS. 


JURIES’ WILL NOT CONVICT. 


Officials Say the People Don’t Want 
the Sunday Law Enforced and 
It Is Useless to Try. 


There will be no further prosecution of 


ealoon-keepers on the charge of violating 
the Sunday law, unless the case be one 
more than ordinarily flagrant. The cases 
now pending in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection will be dismissed as fast as they 
re reached. 

*"Police officials and court cfficials have 
agreed that a further attempt to keep the 
saloons closed would be uselss, and they 
will abandon the crusade, 

“No more warrants will be issued,”’ sald 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson, 
‘until a conviction is had. And I do not 
anticipate such a thing. A number of war- 
rants have been issued and the evidence 
was ample, but we have had no pene = at 
ment yet. The costs would be something 
enormous to the State if this crusade were 
continued, and I can’t see that any benefit 
would accrue. 

“The fuct is the law is unpopular with 
the people, and they do not want it ena- 
forced.”’ 

Harry Clover, Prosecuting Attorne 
the Court of Criminal Correction, -said: 

‘“T shall dismise the cases as fast as 
they are reached from now on. We have 
a number of cases on the docket, but no 
geod can come from a prosecution. We 
have tried a number of cases. In each case 
the evidence was conclusive, but in only one 
instance did ‘we obtain a conviction. And 
in that case the defendant wae fined only 
1 cent, which was more indicative of the 
feeling that the jury had for the law than 
an acquittal would have been. 

‘We had good juries, too, and it seems 
utterly unreasonable to hope for a proper 
enforcement of the law.”’ 

Charles H. Jones, Chief Campbell's secre- 
tary, says that tthe Police Commissioners 
have seen the futility of having the law 
properly sustained in the courts. 

“*In the future there will be no arrests 
except in flagrant cases,’’ said Mr. Jones. 
“The front doors must be kept closed and 
no disturbances will be tolerated.”’

ACTERISTIC OF THE NATIVE. 


CHAPLIN CARLISLE’S VIEW. 


Says the Only Way Out Is Annexation 
of the Island to the United 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May l11—The Rev. C. B. 
Carlisle, formerly of the Congregational 
Church at Winthrop, Io., and now Chap- 
lain of the Second Regiment of Immunes, 
arrived in New York yesterday from Hol- 
guin, Cuba. 

Asked what he thought of the Cubans, 
Mr. Carlisle said: | 

“The whole etructurs of business, politics, 
society and etiquette is built on deception. 

“Let me give you the latest evidence of 


this—the ingratitude of the Cuban and his 
characteristic dishonesty, It is a part of 
the report of the Court of Claims, which 
met in Santiago in February and conclud- 
ed its labors the last few days in April. 
When that report becomes public property 
it will be the surprise of the war. 

“The claims presented by Cubans at this 
court aggregated $450,000. fter a fair hear- 
ing the court allowed $800 and then, in 
the most painted speech, stated that these 
few claims were allowed in a spirit of 
generosity rather than from any sense of 
justice, he bulk of these claims, the re 
port said, were conceived in a spirit of the 
most absolute dishonesty, and were sup- 
ported by the basest falsehood. 

“Crowds of witnesses thronged the place 
of meeting, ready with the most unblush- 
ing effrontery to ewear to anything in sup- 
port of these claims, Claims were present- 
ed for rent of land on which the American 
troops camped while actually engaged in 
battle with the Spaniardg at San Juan and 
near Santiago. 

‘They ask our Government to pay for the 
use of the landing place near Siboney, and 
for the miserable huts which were burned 
in order to stamp out the yellow fever. But 
the affair reached a@ climax when claims 
were presented demanding pay for injury 
done land in burying the American dead.

‘““‘What is your opinion of the solution of 
the Cuban problem?’”’ 

“Annexation. A vanishing supervision Or 
control; lessening in discipline and strict- 
ness until the real people come to see that 
annexation will be the moral, social, finan- 
cial and industria] and political salvation 
of Cuba, Most of the intelligent represent- 
ative Cubans, the business men, see it 
now; admit it. 

“All this talk about a natfonal spirit 
among Cubans ig the veriest rot. There is 
no such thing as a national spirit, actually. 

“There is no unanimity of sentiment in fa- 
vor of independence. There is no unanimity 
of sentiment or opinion upon anything. Yes, 
I will make one Op Pep of a de- 
termination to make all they can out of the 
Americans. The common people have no 
idea of government, they are factional, 
jealous, envious, turbulent, finicky to the 
last degree and ignorant. 

“The magnificent resources of the island 
will not, cannot, be developed under any 
sort of Cuban rule, independent of the pow- 
er and authority of the Anglo-Saxon. The 
best Cubans say so themselves.”’ 

“Do you anticipate speedy annexation?” 

“Yes, the trend of events is all that way. 
Of course there will be no compulsion, no 
battle of bullets, only a peaceful battle of 
the ballots. The factionist will be quietly 
crowded aside. I imagine that the event 
of the ballot will occur within a year.”
